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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Application, Amendments and/or Claims 
The amendment of 1/23/06 has been entered in full. Claims 1-3, 19 and 20 are 

amended. Claim 18 is canceled. New claims 22-26 are added. 

Claims 5-17 were withdrawn from examination as being directed to non-elected 

subject matter after a restriction requirement. 

Claims 1-4 and 19-26 are under consideration in the instant application. 



Election/Restrictions 

A restriction requirement was mailed 5/23/2006. In response (6/27/05), 
Applicants elected Group I, claims 1-4 and 18-21, drawn to methods of treatment using 
ptc therapeutics. A species election was not required in the original restriction 
requirement because the claims were all drawn to either the generic ("ptc therapeutics") 
or a single species of ptc therapeutic ("small organic molecule"). 

Applicants' amendments to the claims presented 1/23/2006 introduce a number 
of species to the claims. Therefore, a species election is now required as follows. 
Applicants' arguments regarding the rejections set forth in the previous Office Action will 
be answered in an Office Action subsequent to a response to the election of species. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of ptc therapeutic: small organic molecule, protein kinase A inhibitor, or ptc 
antisense construct. Furthermore, if protein kinase A inhibitor is selected, Applicants 
should elect one of following subspecies of protein kinase A inhibitor: N-[2-((p- 
bromocinnamyl)amino)ethyl]-5-isoquinolinesulfonamide; 1-(5-isoquinoline-sulfonyl)-2- 
methylpiperazine; KT5720; 8-bromo-cAMP, dibutyryl-cAMP; or PKA Heat Stable 
Inhibitor isoform a. 

The species are independent or distinct because each represents a discrete 
compound with a different chemical structure that requires a separate search. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 2 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
